IERE never was a jufter obferva- 





tion made, than that * the very ba- 
‘ fis of all /itera/ critici/m is founded 
€ on thele two politions: the hrit, 
‘ that an author could never fail to 
‘ ufe the very beit word on every 
‘ oceafion; the fecond, that the 
‘ critic cannot chufe but know which 
‘it is.” I am far from depreciating literal criticifm, but 
I would not hiave thole, whofe talents are confined to hi- 
terals, arrogate to themfelves the name of critic, which 
clongs not to them. ‘To tpeak in their own ftyle, the 
the word is derived from Kortis a judge: 1 would ask 
what fort of judge he would be, who, inttead of conii- 
dering the merits of the whole caufe, fhould intirely bu- 
fy himfelf in examining the phrafes, and carping at the 
language of thofe that were before him? Juit fuch, and 
not a jot more, is the literal commentator, icholiait, no- 
menclaturilt, or whatever lefs name you can invent; for 
that of critic, or judge isabove him. °Tis a miferable 
thing to reflect, that to be commented upon, is only the 
fate of the greateft and brightcft genius’s ; and to com- 
ment upon them, is almolt always the task of the heaviett 
and moft narrow of pedants. Yet thele fe//ows (for fo 
Dr. Bentiey ordfnarily and juftly calls them) on every 
arbitrary alteration they make, confer the name of an 
émendation ; as if whatever they altered, mutt neceflarily 
be mended. Nay, they are arrived to fuch iafolence, 
that (like footmen got into their malters coaches) it is.no 
longer Bentiey at the tail of Horace, or Tiizozsatp 
at the tailof SHAKESPEAR; but, as if the authors works 
were become their properties, they refpectfully call them 
Bentiey’s Horace, or THEOBALD’S Shake/pear. 

The laft of thele performances we have juft received 5 
and it is fuch a maiterpiece of trifling and vanity, as 
would make an excellent fubject for the public diverfion, 
were fome, I could name, difpofed to give it. Our 
great editor and critic, is perpetually triumphing, like 
CaicuLa, for having picked up cockle-fhells and perri- 
winkles. J fhall only take notice of that pompous ipeci- 
men he exhibits in his Preface, as it is from thence he 
requires mankind to judge of the great ufe of literal eri- 
ticiim, the great fagacity of literal critics, and above 
all, of himfelf. I will fairly repretent the very chief of 
them; namely, that go/denm fragment of Piatontus, 
which ‘he tells us has gravelled all the learned, and which 
he only has refered to us. 

‘The author (fays Mr. T.) is relating, that, in the 
* old comedy, the masks were made fo nearly to refem- 
* ble the perfons to be fatirized, that before the aétor 
* {poke a word, it was known whom he was to perio- 
“nate. But, in the new comedy, when Athens was 
* conquered by the Macedonians, and the pocts were 
© fearful leit their masks fhould be conitrued to relemble 
© any of their new governors, they formed them {fo pre- 
* pofteroufly as only to move laughter; 6ya@uev ‘yey

‘ We sce therefore what firange eye-brows there are to

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higher, a verba/ one.@But however, (to fhow him, that 
tho’ a critic may intrench himfelf-in Greek, He .will not 
be quite defended from the obfervation, or impervious to 
the apprehenfion of the reit of mankind,) I fhall pre- 
fume to offer to the public one fmall argument againitthele 
eyes. Ttts indeed neither a Zitcra/ nor venpa/. criticilm ; 
it is only a criticifm of common fenfe,‘but of a kind fo 
convincing, as (if you will pardon the phrafe) may be 
galled an intuitive criticijnr, which behold here ! — 
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Behold the °OMMA of Mr. Turozaw ! the goge/ed and 
difto ‘ted eyes of the ancient, masks! If they had eyes 
inftead of holes, I> would only ask -how could the actors 
fee? I do not inquire where was his imagination ; that 
being .what thefe critics have little occafion fér: but 
where was his memory, to which they have fo good a 
title, and which is hardly more neceflary to a great lyar, 
than to a great critic. Nay, where were his own eyes ? 
I will not fay they were gage/ed and di/forted sfthey were 
doubtle{s employed, (as-became a true literaliff) upon no- 
thing but the figare of the letters cOuce aNd Gupe,y 
on the ¢ he was to turn out, ‘and the y he was to put in. 
But certainly he? would fay of another: man-on fuch an 
occafion, that he had never feen an ancient bas- relief. 
Would he not affure him, this was a true copy of thie 
antique, and (not to fend his learning too far) tell him, 
this, with many others (all without eyes) might be found 
before Dacirr’s Terence ? 

_ I know there is a paflage in Juntus Potrux, which, 
inthe manner it is cited by Mr. ‘I’. fquints towards his 
opinion. But, I am affured, by a critic of €qual autho- 
rity, that that paflage is corrupted.——And now, to fhew 
him both our reverence for Greek, and our regard to /i- 
feral criticifm, we will reltore this go/den fragment our- 
felves. Infkead of coud, Of tupa, read siya. 
Here is no letter added, no letter thrown out, but only 
¢ turned to s, and w to ¢, the moft ealy change imagina- 
ble, whether you refpeét the fimilitude of the found, or 
the refemblance of the letters. And then the fenfe will 
be, that * in the masks for Mrnanper’s covtcedics, the 
* eye-brows were monitrous, and the moxth Very much 
* diftorted ; as may be feen with a witnefs ‘in the draught 
above, Let not Mr. Tugosatn fay, (as critics of his 
rank are very jealous) that this is vrvking a fae: at him: 
for we protelt it is no way intended for a piéture of Mr. 
Tueopatp, but only of his Criticifms.
